Laws  of  the  United  States. 

(BY  AUTHOR ITY.J 
AN  ACT 

^©incorporate  a company  to  build  abridge  o- 
vertbe  Kastern  Branch  of  Potomac, |l)el«'ccn 
Eleventh  and  Twelfth  streets  east,  in  the 
city  of  VYsihington. 

Beit  enaeedbythe  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
"Presentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  the  following  per- 
sons, viz.  William  Prout,  William  ^^ar- 
bury,  Samuel  N.  Smallwood,  Timothy 
Winn,  and  Adam  Tindsay,  or  any  three 
•f  thenn,  be,  and  are  hereby,  constituted 
a board  of  commissioners,  with  full  pow 
er  and  authority  to  open,  or  cause  to  be 
opened,  books  for  receiving  and  enter- 
ing subscriptions,  for  raising  a capital 
stock,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hnndred 
dollars  each,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
a bridge  between  eleventh  and  twelfth 
streets  cast,  in  the  city  of  Washington, 
over  the  eastern  branch,  to  the  most  con- 
venient landing  on  the  opposite  shore, 
and  making  such  other  incidental  works 
and  defraying  such  other  incidental  ex- 
penses, as  shall  be  required  by  this  act,  or 
deemed  necessary  or  expedient  by  the 
company,  hereinajfter  named  ; the  time, 
place,  and  manner,  of  receiving  and  en- 

terlnf^  cuch  ©^lUai-ciptlons,  — - 

tained  by  the  said  board  of  commission 
ers,  and  duly  advertised  in  such  ncivspa- 
pers  as  they  may  deem  expedient : Pro- 
■vided,  that  the  tinie  [to"]  be  fixed  upon, 
by  the  said  board  of  commissioners,  for 
opening  books  for  receiving  said  sub- 
scriptions, shall  be  on  ot  before  the  se- 
cond Monday  in  Mat'eh  next,  and  ti'.ai 
no  subscription  shall  be  received,  nuless 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  be  first  paid  into 
the  hands  of  the  person  authorized  to 
receive  the  same,  on  each' share  subscri- 
bed for. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  I'hat 
whenever  two  hundred  of  the  said  shares 
shall  be  subscribed  for,  all  persons  who 
may  then  be,  or  hereafter  may  become, 
the  actual  holders  or  proprietors  of 
shares  in  the  said  capital  stock,  eitlicr  as 
subscribers  for  the  same,  or  as  the  legal 
representatives,  successors,  or  assign- 
ees, of  such  subscribers,  shall  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  made  and  created  a bo- 
dy politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  “ The  Navy  Yard  Bridge 
Company,”  and  by  that  name  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  implcaded- 
ed,  and  do  and  suffer  all  acts,  matters, 
and  things,  which  a body  politic  and  cor- 
porate may  lawfully  do  and  suffer;  and 
may  have  a com. non  seal,  and  the  same 
may  break  and  alter  at  pleasure,  and 
may  make  all  bye-laws,  rules,  ami  regu- 
lations, and  ordinances,  for  the  good  go- 
vernment of  said  company,  and  for  car- 
rying into  effect  the  ohjects  of  their  in- 
stitution, so  that  such  bye-laws,  rules,  re- 
gulations, and  ordinances,  be  not  repug- 
nant to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  in 
Jorco  within  the  district  of  Columbia. 

Sec.  3.  -indbe  it  further  enacted,  That 
at  all  elections  for  directors  and  officers 
of  saUr  rompany,  each  and  every  mem- 
ber of  the  said  comiwr.y  shall  ho  entitled 
to  as  many  votes  as  he  or  ehe  may  hold 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, and  may  vote  by  proxy,  executed 
■under  their  hands  and  seals,  in  the  pi'C- 
■sence  of  two  witnesses  ; anti  that  when 
two  hundred  of  the  said  shares  shall  be 
subscribed  for,  as  aforesaid,  or  as  soon  af- 
te  as  may  be,  the  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners shall  call  a meeting  of  the  com- 
pany, at  some  convenient  place  in  the 
city  of  Washington,  giving  at  least  three 
weeks  notice  thcreoi,  by  public  adver- 
tisement, in  one  or  more  ncwspapcr.s 
published  in  the  district  of  Columbia  ; 
and  the  said  conapany  shall  then  and 
there  elect,  by  ballot,  five  directors  and 
a treasurer,  and  such  other  officers,  a- 
gents,  and  servants,  as  the  company  may 
think  fit  to  appoint;  and  as  soon  thereaf- 
ter -as  a board  of  directors  shall  be  form- 
ed, they  shall  elect  one  of  their  body  to 
be  president  of  the  said  board  of  direct- 
ors ; and  all  the  powers,  authority,  and 
d itics,  whatsoever,  by  this  act  vested  in 
'the  said  board  of  commissioners,  shall 
cease  and  determine,  and  thenceforward 
become  vested  in  the  president  and  di- 


rectors for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
company  ; and  the  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners shall  account  to  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  said  company,  at 
their  first  meeting,  for  all  moneys  re- 
ceived by  them  or  their  agents,  on  ac- 
count of  subscriptions,  and  shall  imme- 
diately pay  over  the  same  to  the  treasu- 
rer of  said  company.  And  the  said  di- 
rectors and  treasurer  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  first  Tuesday  in  Octo- 
ber next,  and  until  a new  election  shall 
be  made  by  the  company.  Ami  there 
shall  be  holdcn  on  that  day,  and,  annu- 
ally thereafter,  on  every  first  Tuesday  in 
October,  a meeting  of  the  siid  compa- 
i.y.forthc  purpose  of  electing  five  direct- 
ors and  a treasurer,  and  other  officers 
and  agents,  as  aforesaid. 

See.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
the  said  shares  shall  be  negotiable  an.l 
transferable  from  one  to  anoihvi'  by  as- 
signments in  writing,  executed  before 
two  witnessess,  at  least,  and  autheiitic-d- 
ted  and  registered,  as  the  said  comp  iny 
may  prescribe  and  direct  in  their  bye- 
laws and  regijlations,and  shall  be  dei  m- 
ed  personal,  and  not  real,  property  ; and 
that  the  shares  held  by  any  individml, 
shall  be  liable  to  be  attached,  or  taken 
by  fieri  facias,  to  silisfy  the  debts  due 
from  such  individual,  in  like  manner  as 
cr  personal  property  may  bo. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  furth-r  enacted.  That 
a meeting  of  the  said  company  may,  at 
any  time,  be  called,  at  some  eonvenieni 
place  in  the  city  of  Washington,  by  a ma- 
jority of  the  directors  ol  the  company, 
for  the  time  being,  and  by  onc-tbird  of 
the  members  of  the  said  company,  or  by 
the  proprietors  of  one-third  of  the  shares 
actually  subscribed,  or  the  Icgrl  repre- 
sentatives or  proprietors;  Proi’ided, 
however.  That  no  meeting  of  the  said 
company  shall  be  legal  or  valid,  unless  a 
quorum  shall  be  formetl,  consisting  ol 
the  ruajojity  of  the  members  of  sai ! 
company,  or  of  the  proprietors  of  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  number  of  sliares  ac  - 
tually subseribed  for,  their  legal  repre- 
sentatives, sacccssors,  or  pro-ties,  nor  un- 
less the  time  ofsiicii  meeting  Ivi  prec  i- 
ously advertised,  fir  three  weeks  sue- 
cesaively,iii  one  or  more  gie/-dtes  in  the 
district  of  Columbia ; and  the  said  com- 
pany shall  have  power,  ci  ~i.y  loeetiii.- 
legally  cailcd  and  cons-.ituied,  in  ];ursu 
ance  of  this  act,  to  displace  any  of  Iie  ir 
lircctors  or  ofTn  ers,  ami  to  supp.y,  by  a 
new  election,  ail  uo— niav  bap 
jTuui  tire  direct. H's  ovTnw'  .-rr -a-- 

the  coitipany  ; and  a majuvity  of  the  said 
directors  may  provisionally  supply,  by 
their  own  election,  any  vacaiivies  that 
may  happen  among  the  number  of  di- 
rectors, or  among  the  number  of  trie  of 
fleers  of  the  company,  and  the  person  sc 
elected,  by  the  said  directors,  niriy  con- 
tinue in  office  tin  the  next  legal  meeliir- 
of  the  company. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  cna-t.d,  Thai 
the  amount  of  each  share  shall  be  paid 
by  instalments  of  ten  dolla.s,  at  such 
time  as  the  said  company  shall  direct  ; 
and  incase  any  i..stalnicnt  or  instalnienls 
shall  net  be  paid,  at  the  time  a-ppointed 
i>y  the  said  company,  or  wifiin  ton  d.ays 
thereafter,  tne  s-a-.ne  may  be  recovered 
m the  name  of  tac  said  company,  by  war- 
rant from  a justice  ol  the  peace,  if  the 
amount  due  shnll  not  exceed  tweoty  dol- 
lars, am!  if  the  sum  so  due  shall  exceed 
twenty  dollars  the  same  may  be  reco- 
vered by  motion  in  the  name  ofth-e  s-iid 
company,  on  jen  days’  iv/iice,  in  any 
court  of  record  in  the  county  or  district 
where  the  debtor  s’nould  be  foinv! ; ant! 
in  all  such  warrants  and  raotiotvi,  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  clerk  of  the  siid.  company, 
aiithcnticatecl  by  the  president,  under 
the  common  seal  of  the  said  company, 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  ofthedc 
fendant’s  being  a member  of  the  coin - 
pany,  and  prima  I’aci'a  evidence  of  the  a 
mount  due  on  the  shares  held  by  such 
defendant ; and  if  such  instalmciu  be  not 
paid  within  sixty  days  after  the  lime  lim- 
ited for  the  payment  of  the  same,  and 
advertisement  for  four  weeks  succes 
sively,  in  one  or  mere  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  the  district  of  Columbia,  the 
president  and  directors  of  the  said  com- 
pany may  proceed  to  forfeit,  for  the  use 
of  the  company,  tlie  share  or  sliarcs  of 
the  person  or,  persons  so  failing  to  pay. 

Sec.  r.  And  hr  it  further  enact,:.’.  That 
the  said  company  be,  ami  they  arc  here 
by,  authorized  and  empowert  d to  erect 
and  build,  or  cause  to  be  ere, tied  and 
built,  over  the  eastern  branch,  fietwccii 
Eleventh  and  Twelfth  streets,  cast,  in 
the  city  of  Washington,  and  the  land  of 
William  Marhury,  on  the  opposite  shore 
of  the  said  e.istcrn  branch,  a good  and 
sufficient  biid;;c,  at  least  twenty-five 
feet  wide,  of  sound  and  suitable  materi- 
als, and  in  all  respects  adiquate  for  tin- 
passage  of  travellers,  !iors:s,  canlc,  and 
carriages,  with  a secui'-  raliing  on  each 
side,  at  least  tour  feet  high. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  i:  further  rnactrd.  That 
the  said  company  shall  cai.se  to  be  built, 
and  kept  and  maiutainc.t  i i good  rep  lir, 
a convenient  and  snffi'.  lent  dra-.v,  or  pas- 
sage way,  at  least  thirty  feet -.vide,  in  tlie 
said  bridge,  over  the  main  cl;aniicl  of  the 
branch,  for  the  passing  and  repassing  of 
vessels,  by  day  ami  l,y  night.  And  the 
said  company  shall,  at  tnc'.r  own  cost, 
and  without  toil,  cause  the  s-,iid  draw  or 
passage  way  to  be  hoisted,  or  rcmovtJd, 


sels,  with  masts,  that  are  unable  to  jiass 
under  the  s i ; and  if,  throiigli.the  iin- 
skillfiilncss  or  negligence  of  the  jierson 
or  persons  ernploycd  by  the  s.aid  compa- 
ny to  hoist  or  remove  ihc  said  draw,  uiiy 
vessel  shall  he  unjustly  or  unreasonably 
hindered  or  delayed,  or  shall  he  dama- 
ged in  her  hull,  spars,  or  rigging,  in 
passing  the  said  draw,  tuc  said  company 
sliQll  he  liable  to  the  master,  or  tlie  own- 
er or  owners  of  such  vessel,  for  damages, 
at  the  rate  of  six  cents  per  ton  of  such 
vessel,  for  each  and  every  hour  such  ves- 
sel shall  be  hin.-iered  or  delayed,  and  for 
all  damages  in  her  hull,  masts,  and  rig- 
ging, as  aforesaid,  to  he  ascertained  and 
recovered  in  a special  action  on  the  case, 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  '3.  And  be  ii further  enacted.  That 
as  soon  as  the  said  bridge  s'uali  be  erect- 
ed and  built,  and  completed  as  required 
by  this  act,  the  said  company  shall  be  en- 
titled to  demand  and  receive,  by  tlieir 
proper  agents,  sen  ants,  or  officers,  tolls 
at  the  following  rates,  viz.  for  each  foot 
passenger,  three  cents;  for  each  person 
and  a horse,  six  and  one  quartePrOfa 
cent ; for  carriages,  wagons,  or  carts, 
seven  cents  for  each  wheel,  and  three 
cents  for  each  horse,  male,  or  ox,  draw- 
ing the  same ; for  every  ofher  horse  or 
i.niilc,  three  cents ; for  cattle,  tlirce  cents 
per  head  ; for  hogs  and  sheep,  two  cents 
each  ; Provided,  That  no  toll  shall  he 
exacted  at  the  said  bridge,  for  the  p.as- 
sage  of  any  wagon  or  carriage,  laden 
''■ith  the  property  of  the  United  States, 
or  for  the  drivers  thereof,  or  for  the  pas- 
sage of  any  troojis  of  the  United  States, 
or  the  militia  of  any  state,  or  of  the  dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  marching  in  a body, 
or  anv  cannon,  or  military  equipments, 
belonging  to  the  United  States:  Provi- 
ded also.  That  if  the  number  of  two  hun- 
dred shares  shall  not  be  subscribed  with- 
in one  year  from  the  time  of  opening 
siihscription  books  by  the  commission- 
ers, as  hereinbefore  directed  ; or  if  the 
said  bridge  he  not  erected  and  built,  and 
finished  and  completed,  by  this  act,  with- 
in three  yeai-s  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  Oct  )ber  next ; or  if  it  should  re- 
main. at  any  time  thereafter,  so  out  of  re- 
pah-  for  t'vo  years,  .ns  to  be  unsafe  for 
trav  ^ng,  then,  and  in  that  case,  all  the 
nowefs,  authority,  pii-.ilcgcs,  cmolu- 
nents,  and  immunities,  whatsoever,  by 
this  act  gianted  to  the  said  company, 
shall  cease" and  determine,  and  shall  be- 
Mine  absolutely  loi-faitetf.

In  elections  every  thing  ought  not  to 
be  left  to  chance  and  haaard,  for  the  pub- 
lic is  easier  deceived  •ban  nature  per- 
fected by  art,  and  although  it  be  a fact, 
that  these  senators  will  not  proceed  from 
tlie  womb  of  virtue,  it  is  equally  tnir, 
that  lliey  will  come  forth  endowed  with  a 
most  iinisltcd  education.  The  Liliera- 
tors  of  Venezuela  are  moreover  entitled 
to  hold  forever  a high  rank  in  the  Repub- 
lic, which  is  indebted  to  them  for  exis- 
tence, and  I do  believe  that  posterit) 
wruUlobservc  with  regret  tiic  extinction 
of  the  illustrious  tuames  of  its  first  heue- 
factors.  1 v/ill  say  further,  that  it  is  for 
the  public  interest,  that  it  is  for  the  Na 
tional  honour,  ami  that  it  is  due  from  tin 
gratitude  of  Venezuela,  to  preserve  in 
lionoiir  to  the  latest  posterliy,  a race  of 
virtuous,  prudent,  and  valiant  men,  w ho 
overcoming  every  obstacle  have  estab- 
lished the  Republic  at  the  cxpcnccofthe 
most  heroic  sacrifices  ; and,  if  the  Peo- 
ple of  \'enezuela  do  iiot  applaml  and  re- 
joice at  the  elevation  of  its  benefactors; 
they  arc  unworthy  to  he  free,  and  never 
will  he  so. 

.An  hereditar)’  Senate,  I say  again,  will 
he  tlie  fundamental  basis  of  the  Ucgisla- 
ti'-c  j-xower,  and  consequently  the  basis 
of  the  whole  gcverni-nent.  It  will  act 
equally  as  a counterpoise  to  the  fiovern- 
mciH  and  the  peojile,  and  will  be  aiiin- 
terme-fiate  Authorit,;-  to  deaden  tlie  ar- 
rows wliich  th-'sc  perpetual  rivals  arc 
const.!  itiy  shooting  at  each  other. 

In  all  c.ontcsts  the  interpositions  of  a 
third  person  bacom-.’s  the  means  of  re 
conciliation,  and  thus  will  the  Senate  of 
Venczucir.  he  the  ccny.;nt  of  the  delicati 
cdifica  so  liable  to  violent  concussions. — 
It  will  he  the  means  of  calming  the  fury 
ami  maint.iining  the  harmony  Iietwixt  the 
Meuih'.-rs  ami  the  Head  of  this  political 
body.  Nothing  can  corrupt  a l.egisla- 
tive  Bo;ly  investetl  with  the  ligiitcst  l o- 
noiirs;  ilcptndeiit  on  itself  alone,  witli- 
out  leaving  any  thing  from  the  people,  oi- 
expecting  any  thing  from  thegovcrnmc:u 
wlioce  only  object  is  to  r,'|  -ess  every  ten- 
Jcncy  to  evil,  and  to  encourage  every  at- 
tempt at  good,  and  wlficli  is  deeply 
intercsled  ni  tl.c  existence  of  a society 
wiiii  wiiicii  it  shares  adversity  ami  pros- 
perity. 

It  has  been  most  j;is-.!y  remarked,  that 
the  Bvitisii  ifonsc  of  Peers  is  invaiuahic 
to  the  nation,  as  I'.rming  a hnlwark  tci 
the  Liberties  of  the  People;  and  I dare 
add,  that  the  Senate  of  Venezuela. will 


help  to  render  the  Republic  perpetual. 

The  r.l::ecutive  power  in  Great  Britain 
is  iiives'cd  uiin  ail  the  Sovereign  .Autho- 
rity fitted  to  it,  hut  it  ili  also  circumscri- 
bed by  a triple  line  of  ditches,  harriers, 
and  palisades.  Tlio  Sovereign  is  indoad 
the  head  of  the  (lovernnient,  hilt  his 
.Min’sters  and  Officers  depend  more  on 
the  Laws  than  on  ins  Authority,  because 
they  are  personally  responsible, and  from 
that  responsihility  not  even  Royal  .Au- 
thority can  exempt  them.  He  is  com- 
m-ander  in  Chief  of  the  Army  and  Navy, 
he  makes  Peace  and  declares  War,  hutit 
is  the  Parliament  alone  which  votes  an- 
nuall}'  the  supplies.  For  neMlralising  his 
Rower,  the  person  of  the  King  is  invio- 
lable and  sacred  ; whilst  his  head  is  left 
free,  his  hands  arc  hound.  The  Sove- 
reign of  Britain  has  three  formidable  ri- 
vals, the  Cabitiet  which  is  responsible  to 
the  People  and  to  Parliament  ; the 
House  of  Peers,  wh'ich  proiects.the  in- 
terests of  the  People,  as  representing  the 
Nobility  of  which  it  is  composed  ; and 
the  House  of  Commons,  the  origin  ol 
the  British  Public;  as  the  Judges  are 
moreover  responsible  for  the  due  fulfil- 
ment of  the  I .aws,  they  adhere  strictly  to 
them,  and  the  Administrators  of  the 
public  money  being  account.ihle  not  on- 
ly for  their  own  violation  of  duty,  hut 
even  for  what  the  Government  may  do, 
guard  against  misapplic.ition. 

The  more  the  nature  of  tl.c  F.xecutive 
Power  in  Britain  is  examined,  tlic  more 
will  you  he  inclined  to  think  it  the  most 
perfect  model  for  cither  a Monarchy,  an 
Aristocracy,  or  a Democracy.  In  A'lr.e- 
zuela  let  the  executive  Power  he  exer- 
cised by  a President,  appointed  by  the 
People  or  tlicfr  Representatives,  and  tve 
shall  then  have  taken  a long  stride  to 
wards  National  felicity. 

Whoever  the  Citizen  may  he  that 
tnay-fi.l  that  situation,  ne  will  be  sup 
porietl  by  the  Constitution ; authorised 
to  do  good,  l>e  cannot  do  evil,  for  S'lbmit 
ting  to  tlm  laws  his  Ministers  will  eo-ope 
rate  w‘.-,h  him,  .nnd'should  he  on  the  >-on 
trary  attempt  to  infringe  them,  liis  own 
Ministers  wi’l  leave  Irim  i.isulated  in  the 
mid-it  of  the  Republic,  and  will  even  im- 
peach him  to  tne  Senate.  The  .Minis- 
ters being  responsible  for  sucli  offences 
as  may  be  committed  arc  the  personjthat 
govern,  and  it  is  not  the  least  ndvanta~.' 
of  the  system,  th-tt  those  more  inimedi- 
atidy  er.-Br..i;iing  the  fimctions'of  the  Ex- 
ecutive'Power,  ttik'e.  fui  interesting,  and 
active  pcit  in  tlie  dfeliberations  of  the 
Govennnent  ami  Consider  their  duties  as 
personal. 

It  iney  l-.appen  that  the  President  m.ay 
not  he  a man  of  great  talents  or  virtues, 
and  noi-.'-ithstandingibewant  of  those  es- 
sential qualities  he  may  slii!  perform  the 
duti-es  of  his  situation  in  a satisfactory 
manner,  because  in  such  cas'  tlie  Minis- 
try doing  every  thing  itself,  bears  tlie 
Ii'ir.theii  of  the  State.  However  exorhi- 
f'.nt  the  At'tbority  of  F.xecutive  Power 
in  Great  Britain  may  appear,  it  would 
not  perhaps  he  too  great  in  the  Reptihlic 
of  X'enezuela  ; here  the  Congress  has 
bound  both  the  hands  and  heads  of  the 
J-Iagistratcs,  and  has  assumed  a portion 
of  the  Executive  functiens,  contrary  to 
the  maxim  of  Moi’tesquieu,whosays,th.at 
a ropresci'itativc  body  o'-.ght  not  to  take 
upon  itself  an  active  principle  ; it  ougl.t 
to  make  laws  and  see  tlrise  excent.-d 
wl.ich  it  docs  make.  Nothing  is  so  dan- 
gerous to  a people  as  a we.ik  Executive, 
and  if  it  has  been  d.-emed  hecessary  to 
■endow  it  wi'h  so  many  aUribntes  in  a 
monarchy,  how  inunitely  more  indisprn- 
sihlc  would  it  he  in  a rc|iuhlic.  Let  us 
fix  otir  attention  to  this  difT.-rence,  and 
we  sh^l  find  that  the  equilibrium  of  pow- 
er ought  to  he  di.sirihuted  in  two  ways. 
In  a Republic  the  Executive  ought  to  lie 
tlie  strongest,  because  every  thin;;  con 
spires  against  it  ; and  on  the  oilier  haiul 
in  a Alonarcliy  the  Legislative  ou.ght  to 
be  the  most  powerful,  as  every  thing 
unites  in  favor  of  tlie  Sovereign.  The 
vcner.ation,  which  p-  ople  hear  for  a re- 
gal magisU  acy,  is  a proof  of  its  iniluence 
in  augmenting  the  superstitious  respect 
paid  to  that  species  et"  authority.  'I'lie 
splendor  of  the  'J'hrone,  Ci  o-.vn,  and  Peo- 
pic,  the  forniidahlc  siqiport  given  by  the 
nobility,  the  immense  riches  acquired  by 
generations  of  the  same  dynasty,  and  the 
fraternal  prctcctioii  afi'or.'led  hy  Kings  loi 
each  other,  are  considerable  ajvaiuagcj 
miliating  in  favor  of  roy.al  authority,  and 
render  it  almost  unlimited.  Those  very 
advantages  arc  a reason  why  a Kepuhli- 
can  .Magistrate  should  lie  endowed  whl; 
greater  power  than  that  possessed  by  a 
Cor.slitiilion-d  Piiiire. 

A republican  magistrate  is  an  insula- 
ted indiv-durd  in  the  mi. 1st  of  society,  cn- 
irustccl  with  the  duty  of  curhin.g-thc  im- 
petus of  the  people  towards  lieer.tious-

ness,  and  tlic  propensity  of  Judges  and 
.-Vdir.in-.strators  to  an  abuse  of  the  laws, 
buch  a one,  with  regard  to  the  legishi- 
live  hotly,  tl-.e  se-.iatc,  and  the  people,  is-a 
single  iiKii'.idiial  resisting  the  domhined 
attack  of  the  opinions,  the  interests,  and! 
passions  of  society,  w nie.fi,  acc  riling  to] 
what  Carnot  says,  is  constantly  strivingj 
l)ctw  ixt  the  desire  of  guverning  and  that 
of  not  being  subject  to  any  authority.  He 
is  in  short  one  atlas  opposjil  to  a nmiti- 
tude  of  others.  The  only  cori-ectivc  to 
such  weakness  is  a vigorous  and  suitable 
resistance  to  the  opposition  made  to  the 
executive  power  by  the  legislative  body 


and  people  of  a republic.  If  the  Exe- 
cutive do  not  posses  the  means  of  exer- 
cising all  the  authority  properly  placed 
at  its  disposal,  it  becomes  null,  and  the 
government  expires,  leaving  anarchy,  u- 
siirpatioii.  and  tyranny  as  its  heirs  and 
successors. 

Lei  the  whole  system  of  Government 
therefore  he  strengthened,  and  theeiiui- 
iihrium  established  in  such  a-mar.uer, 
that  it  cannot  be  overiurncel,  or  its  refine- 
ment become  a cause  of  decay.  As  no 
form  of  Government  is  so  weak  as  a De- 
mocraey,  its  Constitution  ought  to  be  as 
solid  as  ijossihic,  and  its  institutions  con- 
diieive  lo  stability.  If  such  he  not  the 
case,  we  may  reckon  on  having  only  a 
Government  on  tri-al,  and  pot  a perma- 
nent system  ; and,  on  having  a waver- 
ing, lumullub'.is,  and  anarchical  commu- 
nity, and  not  a social  establishment  in 
which  happiness, peace  and  justice  reign. 

Legislators  I.et  us  not  be  pre- 
sumptuous, hut  moderate  in  our  preten- 
sions. It  is  by  no  means  likely  that  we 
can  do  what  has  never  yet  been  actoni- 
lilislicd  by  any  of  the  human  race,  what 
the  greatest  and  wisest  Nations  have  ne- 
ver effected.  Undefined  Liberty,  and 
absolute  Democracy  are  the  rocks  on 
.which  Republican  hopes  and  expecta- 
tions have  been  wrecked. 

Take  a view  ot  the  Republics  of  anti- 
quity, or  those  of  modern  times,  and  of 
those  rising  into  existence,  and  you  will 
find  that  almost  all  have  been  frustrated 
in  their  attempts,  ’f'he  men  who  aim  at 
legitimate  institutions  and  social  |)crfec- 
tion,  are  umlonhtedly  deserving  of  every 
praise;  but,  who  can  say  that  mankind 
possesses  complete  w isdom,  or  that  they 
practise  all  the  virtues  which  the  union 
of  power  and  justice  imperatively  de- 
mand ? .Angels,  and  not  nici',  can  only 
exist  free,  peaceable,  and  Irappy,  i.n  the 
exercise  of  sovereign  power. 

XYliilstthc  people  of  Venezuela  exer- 
cise the  rights  they  lawfully  enfoy — let 
us  moderate  tl>c  excessive  pretensions 
which  an  incompetent  form  of  govern- 
ment might  suggest — and  let  us  give  up 
that  federal  system  wliich  docs  not  suit 
us — let  us  gel  clear  of  the  triumvirate 
executive  power,  and  ronceriler  it  in  one 
President — and  let  us  com^nil  to  hi-ii  suf 
n'  ient  aulfioriiy  to  enable  liinv  to  resist 
the  inconveniences  arising  from  our  re- 
rent  situation,  from  the  slate  of  warfare 
•VC  have  been  suiTering  iinde’r,  anjJ  from 
theki:uf  of  for-  ign  and  domestic  enetni,es 
we  have  had  to  deal  with,  and  with  whom 
«’e  shall  still  liu-c  to  conic-ivl  fora  length 
of  time.  Let  the  legislative  power  resign 
the  attributes  belonging  to  the  executive, 
and  acquire  nevertheless  fresh  consist- 
ency, and  fresh  influence  in  the  cqnili- 
hriuni  of  authority.  Let  the  courts  of 
justice  he  reformed  by  the  permanency 
and  independence  of  the  judges,  by  the 
establishment  of  juries,  and  of  civil  and 
criminal  codes,  not  dictated  by  antiquity 
n-'r  by  (onqueriiig  kings,  hut  'by  the 
voice  of  nature,  by  the  cry  of  justice,  and 
by  the  genius  of  w isdom. 

It  is  my  anxious  wish,  that  every  part 
of  the  Government  and  Administration 
should  acquire  that  degree  of  vigour, 
which  can  alone  sustain  a due  equilihri 
um  not  sim)>Jy  amongst  the  members  of 
the  Governnier.t,  but  even  amongst  the 
various  ranks  of  which  society  is  corn- 
ed. It  would  not  signify,  were  the  springs 
of  a political  system  to  be  relaxed,  if  that 
relaxation  did  not  occasion  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  social  body,  and  the  r-uin  of 
those  associated.  'J'lic  crit  s of  the  hu- 
man race  in  the  field  of  battle  and  in  tu- 
multuous assemblies,  appeal  to  Heaven 
against  those  inconsiderate  and  blind  Le- 
gislators, who  have  thought  they  could 
wi'ih  impunity  m.Ae  trials  of  chimerical 
instructions.  .All  the  nations  on  cartii 
have  sought  after  Lihcviy,  some  by  arms, 
and  others  by  Laws,  pas-aiiig  alternately 
from  anarchy  to  despotism,  or  from  des- 
potism to  anarchy,  but  very  few  have 
been  satisfied  with  moderate  attainments, 
or  adopted  ConstiUitions  eonformablc 
to  their  means,  n.atnre  and  circumstalices. 

L-et  ns  not  attempt  what  is  inipessihlc, 
least  by  endeavoring  to  rise  too  high  in 
the  Regions  of  Liberty,  we  fall  into  the 
abyss  of  tyranny.  Eroin  absolute  Liber- 
ty tliere  is  always  ,i  descent  to  absolute 
Power,  and  the  medium  betwixt  the  two 
extremes  is  stiju-eme  social  liberty.  Ab 
stract  ideas  give  rise  to  the  pernicious 
idea  of  unlimited  liberty.  Let  us  so  act, 
that  the  power  of  the  People  be  restrain 
ed  W'ithin  the  limits  pointed  out  by  reason 
and  interest;  tlial  the  N itional  wilFhe 
oil-bed  by  a just  Authorily;  and  that 
civil  and  criminal  Legislation,  a.".alagoiis 
to  our  Constitution,  govern  imperatively 
the  Judicial  I’ow  er  ; in  wliich  case  an 
cquiiihrium  will  exist,  and  those  diirtr- 
oncesand  discords  avoided  wliich  would 
embara  s the  concerns  of -state,  as  well 
as  that  species  of  complication  which 
shackles  instead  of  uniting  society. 

To  form  a stable  Government,  a Na 
tioml  feeling  is  required  possessing  an 
unirorm  iiiciinatioii  towards  two  princi 
pal  points,  rcgiilaliiig  public  will,  and 
limiting  public  authority,  the  bounds  of 
which  are  difficult  to  be  assigned,  hut  it 
may  be  supposed  that  the  best  rule  for 
our  direction,  is  reciprocal  restriction 
and  consecration,  so  that  there  may  he 
the  least  friction  possible  hetw  ixt  Legiti- 
mttie  XVill  and  Lcfitiinate  PoVi'cr. 


Love  of  country.  Laws,  and  M >gis- 
ti-aies,  ouglit  to  be  the  ruling  passion  in 
the  breast  of  every  R'epublican.  Vene- 
zuelans love  their  country  hut  not  its 
Laws,  because  they  are  bad,  and  the 
source  of  evil,  and  as  little  could  they 
respect  their  Magistrates,  as  the  old  ones 
were  wicked,  and  the  new  pnesare  hard- 
ly known  in  the  career  they  have  com- 
fnonced.  If  a sacred  respect  do  s not 
exist  for  country,- laws,  and  constiluteil 
auihoritifs,  society  is  a state  of  confu- 
sion, an  abyss,  and  a conflict  of  man  with 
man,  and  of  body  with  body. 

To  save  our  incipient  Republic  from 
such  a chaos,  all  our  moral  powers  will 
he  insufficient,  unless  wc  melt  the  whole 
People  downiiito  one  mass;  the  compo- 
sition of  the  government  is  a whole,  the 
Legislation  is  a whole,  and  National 
feelings  is  a whole.  Unity,  Unity,  Unity, 
ought  to  he  our  device.  The  blood  of 
our  citizens  is  various;  let  us  mix  it  to 
make  it  one;  our  constitution  has  divid- 
ed .Authority,  let  us  agree  to  unite  it : our 
Laws  are  the  sad  remains  of  all  ancient 
and  modern  Despotisms,  let  the  mon- 
strous structure  be  demolished,  let  it  fall, 
and  withdrawing  from  its  ruins,  let  us 
erect  a Temple  of  Justice,  and  under  the 
auspices  of  its  sacred  influence,  let  us 
dictate  a Code  of  Venezuelan  Law:s.-»- 
Sliould  we  wish  to  consult  records  and 
models  of  Legislation, — Great  Britain, 
France,  and  North-America,  present  us 
-.viih  adinirable  ones. 

Popular  education  ought  to  be  the  first 
care  of  the  Congress’  paternal  regard. 
Morals  and  knowledge  are  the  cardinal 
points  of  a Republic,  and  morals  and 
knpwlcdgc  are  what  we  most  want. 

Let  tis  take  from  Athens  her  .Areopa- 
gus, and  the  guardians  of  customs  and 
Laws ; let  us  take  from  Rome  her  cen- 
sors and  domestic  Tribunals,  and  form- 
ing a holy  alliance  of  those  moral  institu- 
tions— let  us  renew  on  earth  the  idea  of 
a people  not  contented  with  being  free 
and  powerful,  but  which  desires  also  to 
he  virtuous. 

L<-t  us  lake  from  Sparta  her  austere 
establishments,  and  form  trom  those  three 
springs  a reservoir  of  virtue. 

Let  us  give  our  Republic  a fourth 
Power  with  .Authority  lo  preside  over 
the  infuncy  and  hearts  of  fncil — public 
spirit,  good  habits,  and  Rcpuhlican  mo- 
,;lity.  Let  us  constitute  this  .Areopagus 
to  watch  over  the  education  of  youth 
ind  National  instruction,  to  purify  what- 
ver  may  he  corrupt  in  the  Repuhlic— 
to  iir.peacii  ingratitude,  egotism,  luke- 
warmness in  the  Country’s  cause,  sloth, 
and  idleness — and  to  p'ass  judgment  on 
tne  fiist  grants  of  corruption  and  perni- 
cious example. 

V»’e  should  correct  manners  with  mo- 
ral pain,  l fie  same  as  the  law  punis'ies 
rrime  with  corporal,  not  only  what  may 
cr  nd,  hut  what  may  ridicule  ; not  only 
w;.i  t may  assatilt,  but  what  may  weeken, 
nd  not  only  what  may  violate  the  con- 
stitnlinn,  hut  whatever  may  infringe  on 
public  decency. 

File  jurisdiction  of  this  really  sacred 
Tribunal  ought  to  be  effective  in  every 
thing  regarding  education  and  iiistruc- 
lidn,  and  only  deliberative  as  to  pains  and 
punishments  ; and'ilu’.s  its  annals  and  re- 
cords, i.i  which  will  be  inscribed  its  acts, 
and  tleliberalioi  s,  and  the  moral  princi- 
ples P.nd  actions  oij  citizens,  will  be  the 
registers  of  virtue,  and  vi  :e.  R gisters 
whicii  the  people  will  consult  in  t '.elr 
elections,  the  magistrates  in  their  deter- 
minations, and  the  judges  in  their  deci- 
sions. Such  an  institution,  however  chi- 
merical it  may  appear,  is  i.ifi  il.;ly  easier 
lo  realise,  than  others  of  less  utility  to 
mankind  estahlislicd  by  some  ancient  and 
modern  Legisiators. 

l.egUlatora  .'  By  the  project  of  the 
constitution,  which  I respectfully  sub- 
mit to  your  roiisideratian,  you  will  dis- 
cover the  feefing  by  which  it  was  dicta- 
ted. 

In  proposing  the  division  of  our  citi- 
zens into  active  and  passive,  1 have  en- 
deavored to  excite  n.-itional  prosperity 
by  industry’s  two  great  springs — labour 
and  knowledge.  Stimulated  by  tliose 
two  powerful  causes,  the  greatest  diffi- 
culties may  be  overcome,  and  men  made 
respectable  and  happy. 

In  imposing  equitable  and  prudent  re- 
strictions on  the  primary  atvl  electoral 
assemblies,  the  first  barrier  is  opposed 
to  popular  licentiousness,  and  thereby 
those  injurious  and  tuiiuiituous  meetings 
avoided,  which  at  all  times  have  given 
rise  to  prejudicial  consequences  in  the 
election,  and  which  have  of  course  been 
entailed  on  the  magistrates  and  the  go- 
vernment, as  the  primordial  act  is  gen-^ 
crativc  of  cither  the  liberty  or  slavery  of 
a people.

Tliey  are  well 
equipped,  and  appeared  in  high  spirits.

ed  ill  the  proper  place,  that  in  the  defeat 
of  general  Latorre’s  division,  by  the  pa- 
triots, an  interesting  correspondence  with 
Morillo,  was  taken  by  the  victors.  From, 
liiis  it  appears,  that  an  expedition  from 
Lima  menaced  New  Grcneda.  One  ac- 
count states,  that  an  invading  army  had 
actually  entered  it,  and  that  the  Span- 
iards were  Hying  in  all  directions.

What  success 
would  attend  an  application  so  modest 
and  tlisiiiterestcd,  wc  cannet  absclutclf 
predict.

It  is  said  by  the  directors,  in  their 
printed  address,  that  pressure  from  the 
United  States  institutions,  have  compell- 
ed the  measure,  because  the  runs  made 
on  them  cannot  be  met,  without  calling 
in  debts  due  by  incliviJuals — and  that 
such  calls  cannot  be  sustained  by  the 
community.  The  final  view  of  the  di- 
rectors appears  to  be  the  winding  up  the 
concerns  of  the  bank.  It  is  highly  prob- 
able, from  various  accounts,  that  many 
state  banking  establishments  will  have 
to  follow  the  example  of  Nashville. 

The  Farmers’  and  Mechanics’ hank  of 
Nashville  has  also  suspended  specie 
payments,  as  will  be  saen  by  refering  to 
the  Nashville  head. 

NEW  YORK  SEN.VTOR. 

Mr.  Rufus  King  is  spoken  of  as  the 
person  who  is  to  fill  the  present  vacan- 
cy in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States, 
from  the  state  of  New  'i’ork.  This  gen- 
tleman was  a candidate  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature;  and  thirty  votes! 
were  all  that  he  obtained,  lie  is  a man 
of  distinguished  talents,  particularly  in 
commercial  affairs.  But  is  he  a correct 
politician  ? Is  he  a sound  republican  ? 
Is  he  one  of  those  thorough-going  states- 
men who  zealously  defend  the  interests 
«nd  prosperity  of  the  republic  ? ^Ve 
presume  to  advance  the  opinion,  that  he 
is  not.
